252 per cent. and the value of 
property by 168 per cent. the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics points 
out In a preliminary report on the 
fur farming industry of Camas 
ror 1928, 

The actual increase in the num- 
ber of fur farms over the preced- 


‘Jing year was 806, while the pro- 
.[perty value increased by $3,774,- 


678. The importance of the fur 
| farming industry in Canada is 
shown by « total of 4,871 farnis 
in 1928 of which 3,676 were fox 
farms, 468 were miscellaneous fur- 
bearing animal fatms (mink, rac- 
coon, marten, fisher, ete.) and 227 
were muskrat and beaver: farms, 
|The total value of property was 
$22,613,891. Land and buildings 
accounted for $6,500,888 and fur- 
bearing animals, $16,113,003. 

The Bureau points out that next 
‘to the 3,676 fox farms, mink farms 
were the most numerous with 268. 
There were ‘216 muskrat farms and 
157 raccoon farms. .. Muskrat and 
beaver farms are now included in 
the statistics and the comparative 
data for 1927 changed accordingly. 
The numbers of muskrat and 
beaver born, died and on farms at 
the end of the year were based on 
estimates furnished by the opera- 
tors and only approximately re- 
present the actual npmbers of these 
animals. 

Animals Born.

4e! animals born in capacity in 1928 
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. |above the preceding year. 


was 168,454, or more than double 
the number recorded for. the pre- 
ceding year. The number of mus- 
krats estimated as born was 94,359, 
end this number accounts for over 
half the total.

counted for chiefly by the large in- 
crease in the number of, muskrats, 
although increases in number are 
shown for nearly ‘all kinds: of fur 
bearers.’ The'value of these ani- 
mals on fur farma was $16,113,003 
which wags’ an incrense of 
$2,494,745 or 18 per cent. over the’ 
preceding year. , .

APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 


Particulars have been published 
from time to time of the progresa 
of Sir William Garthwnite’s 
scheme for ‘sail training. It is 
now stated by Sir William that 
the scheme has definitely taken 
shape, and an appeal for funda 
has been launched by the society, 
which is designated the Sea Lion 
Sail Training Ship Society. Lord 
Derby, as previously announced, 
has accepted.the post of honorary 
president, and the committee feel 
his association with. the 
scheme will help it on to success. 
This, Sir’ William statea, is, ac- 
cording to the promises of support 
which have been received, assured 
fn go far as the acquisition of a 
second-hand sailing ship ia con- 
cerned, but the committee is de- 
sjrous of fulfilling. its more am- 


_|bitious scheme, which is to. raise 


the necessary funds for the con- 
struction of a new vessel. ' 
In'the appeal the committee 
point out that practically all‘our 
forelgn competitors: have Govern- 
ment-owned or subsidised sailing 
ships devoted,entirely to training 
purposes, whéreas the last British 
seagoing sailing ships devoted 
yrimarily to training were those 
uwned by. Messrs.. Devitt and 
Moore. Sir William Garthwaite's 
experience has proved that “it is 
quite hopeless at the present time 
to expect to run a sailing ship at 
a profit,” nor/can any aid be ex- 
pected from the Government .or 
chipowners, who have their own 
training schemes. 
Outline of the Scheme. 
ae appeal is therefore launch- 


ed. ‘ 

(a) To obtain by public sub-/ 
scription a sufficient ‘sum of 
moyey to-build a square-rigged 
ocean-going sailing ship, to be 
called the Sea Lion, for the train- 
ing of cadets.

(b) Or, alternatively, if suf- 
ficient funds are not forthcoming, 
to'purchase 8 second-hand sail- 
ing ship for same purpose, at an 
estimated cost of £10,000. : 

If the necessary funds can be 
collected, it is proposed to form 
e company limited by guarantee 
to own'and’ run the ship; the 
Board of Trade. will be asked to 
sanction its formation under the 
name of The Sea Lion Sail Train- 
ing Ship Society, (omitting the 
yvord' Limited”), and the present 
committee swill. form the com- 
mittee of administration: of that 
company, which will be precluded 
by its ‘constitution from paying 
eny profits to ita members, The 
appeal, however, is an‘appeal. for 
donations and subscriptions, .and 
is not-a prospectus, or an ‘inyvita-

INCIDENT IN LONDON. 

‘An incident occurred at the ford 
Rink, London, recently, which 
Sporting Life chlls the “Yankee 
Touch tn British Boxing’. After 
ontering the ring for a contest with 
‘al Foreman, of Canada,’ Johnny 
Cuthbert, the British featherweight 
ghampion, refused to proceed with | 
the’ fight.

This year the Oxford and Cam. 
bridge Boatrace, in spite of being 
rowed in wet.and miserable weather, 
will long be remembered as one of 
the best races during recent years,

race itself, and from thrilling hap- 
ponings to the spectatora; In fact, 
a boat full-of spectators nearly met 
with tragedy. 

First, I will deat with the race, 
which was won by Cambridge by twa 
lengths, In 19 min. 9 secs. Cam- 
bridge have now won 41 races to 


: Oxford’a 40, and are ahead for the 


first time since 1862. The chiei 
feature was the superb judgment of 
Brocklebank, the 22-years old Cam- 
bridge stroke, who wns without any 
doubt the fiero of the day. Al- 
though behind for three miles early 


on, he would not be stampeded into a | 


rash decision. He calmly held his 
crew in check, and then, at the 
moment when Oxford were tiring he 
apurted. That spurt won Cam- 
The conditions at 
Putney were fairly good. There 
was a fair breeze off the Surrey 
shore, and a good, but not record- 
breaking tide was running. Oxford 
in winning the toss and choosing 
the Surrey aide gained a distinct 
ndvantage.. In the first minute 
Oxford took a lead of a quarter of a 
length by striking a stroke and a 
half more than Cambridge. Opposite 
the bonthouse this lead had become 
half ca length, Brocklebank did 
not allow this to disturb him or the 
men behind him in any way and; by 
keeping their stride, and length and 
rhythm, they managed to reduce 
Oxford’a lead to a quarter of A 
fongth by the end of the football 
ground. Here Cambridge, had the 
better of the tide and the berd in 
thelr favour, and turned the quar- 
ter of a length down into a quarter 
ofa length up. Oxford ‘almost im- 
mediately drew level again and at 
the. mile post—reached in the fast 
time of four minutes dead—the 
‘crews. were rowing stroke for atroke. 
It was noticeable that this was about 
the only point during the race that 
Oxford were not striking a faster 
rate than Cumbridge. Opposite 
the Crabtree Oxford ‘gave ten 
strokes, and went up slightly. Off 
Harrod’s Cambridge, though more In 
the tide, got slightly across it, and 
‘Oxford went up a little more, The 
crews shot, Hammersmith Bridge in 
7 min. 10 sec., a fast: time, 
Oxford half a length up, and after 
«that they ran into choppy water 
Opposite the Doves Oxford were still 
half a length up, but Cambridge

They were in exceeding good 
humour, and the sights on the roads, 
though thé*traffic was reminiscent 
of Derby day, were all examples of 
the genial nature of the spectators. 
The noise of cheering was deafen- 
ing, euch University apparently 
having an equal number of sup- 
porters: It is Interesting that 
about this race there is nothing of 
the bitterncas that sometimes is 
felt among the followers ‘of two 
parties one to another, and both 
teams are popular among those who 
support and: those who do not, 

An After the Race Accident. 

Tragedy—an almost unheard of 
occurrence at this function—took 
place just after the Cambridge crew 
had beaten Oxford... A boat 
capsized, owing to the wash from a 
steamer, just opposite the Duke's 
Meadow, ‘and eleven occupants were 
flung out in mld-river, among the 
wash of passing vessels. There was 
4 panic among small craft to escape 
the steamer’s wash which had caused 
the accident. Some of the people 
in the water were sucked under the 
sinking boat.. Others were rapidly 
carried away by the current, and 
narrowly escaped being dashed 
against the steel hull of a steamer. 
So many vessels ‘rushed to the 
rescue that they became jammed, and 
could ,get no further. Children 
struggled for a life belt which they 
could not clutch, and women among 
the horrified crowds on the banks 
sereamed and fainted. After ten 
minutes that seemed an age—ten 
minutes filled with confusion, the 
shouting of men, the screaming of 
women, and flinging of lifelines— 
nine people were rescued and taken 
to hospital. When all in the boat 
were thought to have been rescued, 
a nurse and child were found 
struggling In’ the 


The rescued’ had barely been 
brought ashore when a woman told 
the police that her child and its 
nurse were missing. The police 
procured drag-nets, and hurried out 
in beats In the hope of finding them, 
A tug found the nursa and child 
struggling weakly in the water, and 
so all was well, Luckily no deaths

General Liu Chih, G.LC. of the 
2nd Army Corps, in a wire to Hau- 
chow states ‘that, taking advan- 
tage of the heavy rain, the entire 
reserve of the allied forces push- 
ed to the Lung-Hai front on May 
30 and launched a severe counter- 
attack in which the following 
vebel Generals took  part:—Lu 
Chung-lin,, Chi  Haung-cheng, 
Pang Ping-hsun, Sun Liang-ching, 
Yang Yao-fang and Yang. Hsao- 
au. The’ National forces were; 
however, prepared. for the emer- 
gency, and before the allied forces 
could reach any point of vantage, 
they were fiercely.repulsed by’ the 
2nd National Army Corps, in spite 
of the enemy’s determined strug- 
gle. The battle: lasted tll! mid- 
night when the,allied forces were 
compelled to retreat, due to the 
heavy tolls taken by the National 
artillery and machine guns.

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PRISON DISCIPLINE IN 
AMERICA. 


GOVERNOR'S DRASTIC. ACT TO 
END REVOLT. 


Columbus, April 29. 

Twenty ‘convicts to-night. lay 

_ suffering from serious — bullet 
wounds but quiet reigned through- 
out the Ohio State Penitentiary, 
the death trap in which 317 pri- 
soners were, burned to cinders in 
an incendiary fire last week. 

Drastic steps were taken by 
Warden .Thomas who, went out in, 
a blaze of ‘stern discipline before 
Governor Myers Y. Cooper yielded 
to the demands of the convicts that 
the strong-arm prison head be re- 
moved, ' i 

The revolt, which hax kept the 
penitentiary in a state of upheaval 
for more than a week, flared up 
anew to-day. When the convicts 
ataged their riot this morning 
Warden Thomas, still on the job 
at.the head of 1,000 troops, naval 
reserves, police and guards and 
with two big revolvers sticking 
menacingly from his belt, decided 

_ to spill a Httle blood, He spilled 
a lot of it within a few minutes. 

He lined state militia men up 
outside the room in which the con- 
viets were rioting.” Before them 
were dirty looking machine guns. 
The soldiers, some pale at the 
prospect of the job before them, 
were ready to make the guns rattle, 

The rioting continued. 

Warden, Thomas {issued his nine- 
teenth ultimatum of, the week. ‘ 

“Will you crooks quit?” he roar- 
ed into the room in which the 
convicts were on the loose, “If 

‘you don’t there’s going to be shoot- 
ing—right now.” 

The convicts howled in derision. 

The rfoting continued. 

Warden Thomas walked behind 
the milita men and their’evil look- 
ing machine guns. 

“Fire,” he shouted, crisply. ' 

For the fraction of a minute the 
wicked barrels spouted flame and 
lead, Bullets ripped through the 
partition behind which the con- 
victs were raving. ee 

Shouts of derision tu:ned sicken- 
ingly to screams of pain and rage. 
Men shot, could be heard thudding 
to: the floor. Blood flowed until 
even those not hurt were spattered. 

The rioting stopped. . 

“We quit,”. was the word that 
came from the. rpom. Warden 
Thomas ordered first aid squads to 
pick up the casualties and carry 
them to emergency hospitals. It 
was a bloody few minutes work but 
it had the desired result. 

Warden Thomas unfastened the 
strap which for days had kept his 
Pistols to his side. Wearlly, he 
turned to Colonel Robert Haubrich 
of the Ohio National Guard. 

"] turn control of this peniten- 
tiary over to you, Colonel,” he said. 

Colonel Haubrich ordered . the 

' scowling ‘convicts to assemble. 
Tersely, he addressed them." ~ 

“Order must and will be 'restor- 
ed in thia prison,” safd the soldier, 
who succeeded the civilian warden. 
The convicts agreed to co-operate 
-with the new administration. 

Wearlly but peaceably they 

marched in to dinner. The prison, 
after more than a week of con- 
tinuous skirmishing, Is almost ‘a 
shambles. There have been 
fonerals for 917 charred bodies. 
There are 20, convicts or more 
whose bodies are thoroughly punc- 
“tured” by Ibufleta. There ore 50 
desperate ring leaders on the penal 
farm 25 miles from Columbus. 
There are.scores of convicts burn- 
ed so badly that always thelr faces 
must be grotesque. More blood 
may spilled. But there ‘was 
order to-night. ' :

Can a Pistol Be Fired 

from the Hip? ~~ 
“yES, IT CAN" 


The days of judicial naivete, 
veal ov agsumed, which brought 
grist to the cartoonists’ mill, are 
obviqualy numbered, judging from 
the dogmatic dicta of Mr. Justice 
MeCardie on pistol shooting, wher 
addressing a. witness who is re 
puted to be a crack shot, but 
who denied the possibility of 
thooting from the trouser pocket, 
“Yes; you can,” retorted Mr. Jus- 
tiee McCardie in such a mannet 
aa to make his hearers infer that 
he himself had trie it. 

The remarks were miade at an 
action before the King's Bench 
wherein Mr. Robert Sobr, wn Aus- 
trian, sued Bolivia Concessions, 
Limited, London, for’ damages for 
wrongful dismissal as the emigra- 
tion agent.for the Company. The 
Company ‘wi8" incorporated © in 
March, 1926, to’ acauire and ex- 
ploit concessions in Bolivian, and 
for every family of settlers the 
Company is entitted to buy more 
land. from the Bolivian Govern- 
ment. Sohr’s counsel stated that 
bad reports were recelved from 
Bolivia, including one to the For- 
eign Office from the British Cqn- 
aul, saying that the Company's 
concession was swamp inundated 
for six months each year," 

Mr, Justice McCardie’s know- 
ledge of pistol shooting was re- 
yenled after’the evidence of Sohr, 
who became very ill in Bolivia. 
Sohr admitted covering with o 
pistol Fangen;’. one of the Com- 
pany's directors and thelr repre- 
sentative in Bolivia, because he 
feared that Fangen, who ja a 
crack .shot, was about to shoot 
him from his hip, ‘as they do in 
the cinema, where he probably 
learned to do it, as Mr, Justice 
McCardie’ explained to the jury. 
A cinematographer evidenced hav- 
ing seen the incident between 
Fangen and  Sohr, his first 
thought being: “What a ‘fool I am 
to have Jeft my camera behind.” 
Mr. Justice McCardie, comment- 
Ing: “You see how professional 
inatinets:always.come to the fore.” 
Sohr was awarded £1,850 dam- 
nges, receiving a further "£1,000 
for salary expenses; but Mr. 
Justice McCardie, ruling -that 
there was no‘evidence of fraud 


on the part of the Company as i 


was alleged by Sohr, gave judg- 
ment, with costs for the Company

FIFTY YEARS ON STAGE. 


Miss Jennie Lee, the veteran 
actress who won world-wide: fame by 
her impersonation of Jo, the cross- 


} ing-sweeper, in the dramatised. ver- 


sion ‘of Dickens's “Bleak House,” 
has died in London at’ the’ age. of |. 
72. ; 

Misa Lee, whose death had been 
reported on three previous ‘occastons, 
hada professional career of over 
fifty years, She ‘was a Londoner 
born and -bred, and was the 
daughter of Edwin George Lee, the 
water-talour artist and etcher. She |~ 
went on the stage in. her ‘teens, 
playing for some years in boy parts, 
principally In comic . papers and 
comedy. 

‘Her «first appearance was in 
“Chilperic’ at the Lyceum in 1870, 
In 1875 she went with Sothern to 
the United States -to play Mary 
Meredith in “Our American 
Cousins,” in which Sothern made 
Dundreary famous. It‘ was. during 
this trip that she first appeared as 


“Jo, the part which brought her in- 


atantly to the front. For twenty 
years: after her name was associated 
almost continuously with this part. 

Her Inat stage appearance was at 
the Lyric‘Theatre in 1921, when she 
appeared as Jo at a matinee, in ald 
of the Charles Dickens Memorial 
House. ‘+ 

It was through the encouragement’ 
of Dion Boucicault that’Mr. Burnett 
dramatised "Bleak House.” Madame 
Janauschek had in her. repertory a

A Chitiese stated to be a servant 
employed in a.European house on 
‘the Penk, was charged before Mr.

When searched after his arrest, 
three leaflets were found 2 one of 
his pockets, 

The accused alleged ‘Gat he ‘diay 
nothing about the leaflets, . The 
constable suddenly pounced on him 
and accused him of scattering the 
papers on the road,.’ When he 


denied this the constable said that | 


he would take him into custody all 
the same, and suggested to him to 
tell the Inspector that he had pick- 
ed them up. 


Detective- Sergeant. O'Donovan 
admitted to the Magistrate that in 
his statements both at the Mount 
Gough Police Station and at Cen- 
tral: the accused had said that he 
had picked up the leaflets,

such a fool as to auggest a defence, 
to the accused as alleged.
